Suit Charges Food Chains 
With Beef Price Fixing 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) — The 
nation’s largest supermarket chains 
kept beef prices at artificially high 
retail levels and conspired to hold 
down wholesale meat prices, accord­ 
ing to a suit filed by more than 150 
beef producers. 
The suit, which was filed Monday, 
accuses the major food chains of 
manipulating prices and seeks a jury 
trial. Damages will be determined by 
the court. 
Bill LaFont of Plainview, Tex., an 
attorney for the Texas and New 
Mexico beef producers who filed the 
suit, said the supermarkets did not 
pass on beef savings to consumers. 
The suit said the supermarket 


DENVER (UPI) — An end to United 
States’ sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal would be the equivalent of 
losing a major military battle and 
would threaten U.S. and Latin Ameri­ 
can security, says the national 
commander of the American Legion. 
“Such an action would threaten the 
military security of the United States, 
Latin America and indeed all mari­ 
time nations,” William J. Rogers said 
Monday. “To lose such an asset to 
such men would be the equivalent of a 
major U.S. military defeat 
with 
possible catastrophic consequences.” 
Under President Carter’s proposal, 
the Panamanian government take 
over the canal by the year 2,000 while 
American control over most of the 500- 
square mile Canal zone would end and 
most U.S. military bases would be 
phased out. 
The pact also would guarantee 
American merchants and military 
shipping access to the canal. 
“No conceptual agreement serves 
the public’s interest when it gives the 
U.S. Canal Zone to the government of 
a dictator whose tenure is tenuous and 
whose methods are arbitrary,” said 
Rogers in a letter to Carter. 
Rogers, in Denver for the Legion’s 
59th National Convention, called the 
agreement a “give-away” and said 
Panama under its present leader Gen. 
Omar Torrijos has a poor record on 
human rights, fair labor and financial
